John 
Wesley was howled down by the mob 
to whom ho preached, and they threw 
bricks at him, and they denounced 
him, and they jostled him, and they 
spat upon him, and yet to-day, in all 
lands, hb la admittod totothsgreat 
father of Methodism, lloolh'k ballet 
vacated the presidential chair; but 
from that spot of coafrulated blood on 
tht floor in the box of Ford's theater 
there sprang up the life of a nation. 
Stephen stoned but Stephen alive. 
Pass on now and see Stephen in his 
dying prayer. His first thought was 
not how the stones hurt his head, 
nor what would become of his body. 
His first tliougbt was about his spirit, 
**Lord Jeaaa. reeeive my spirit" The 
marderer standing on the trap door, 
the black cap being drawn over his 
head before the execution, may grinj- 
ace about the future, but you and I 
have no shame in confessing some 
anxiety about where we are going to 
come oatb Yaa are not all body. There 
is within yon a souL I see it gleam 
from your eyes, and I see it irradiating 
your countenance. Sometimes I am 
abashed before an audience, not be- 
cause I eoaw aadar their phyaical 
sight, but becauae I realise the truth 
that I stand before so many immortal 
spirits. The probability is that your 
body will at last find a sepulch<^r in 
some of the cemeteries that surround 
your town or city. There is no doubt 
but that your ofaaeqaies will be decent 
and respectful, aad you urill be able to 
pillow your head under the maple,or the 
Norway spruce, or the cypress, or the 
blossoming fir| but this spirit about 
which ti a p he a prayed, what direction 
wiUthattakef What guide will escort 
it? What gate will open to reeeive it? 
What cloud will be cleft for .lU path- 
way? After it has got beyond the light 
of our sun, will there be torches lighted 
for it the rest of the way? Will the 
soul have to travel through long des* 
erts before it reaches the good land? 
If we should lose our pathway, will there 
be a castle at whose gate we may 
ask the way to the city? Oh, this mys- 
teriops. spirit wlthto asl It has two 
wings, but It Is in a cage ao«r- It is 
locked fast lo keep it; but let the doer 
oC this cage open the least, aad that 
soul is off. Eagle's wing could not 
eatch it The lightnings are not swift 
enough to take up with it When the 
soul leaves the ho^ it takes 50 wprlds 
at a bound, Aad hava I no anxiety 
about it?

Pass on now and I will show you oae 
more picture, and that is St.?phja 
asleep.

How many -lo.ives 
of broad he distributeil, how many bare 
feet he has sandaljd, how many cots of 
sickness and distress he bl jiaed with 
ministries of kindness and love, I do 
not know, but from the way he livi-d, 
and the way he preached, an I llie way 
he died, 1 know he waS a laborious 
Christian. Bat that U all over 
now. He has pressed the cup to 
the last fainting lip. IL? has taken 
the lust insult fronj his enemies. 
The last stonj to whose crushing 
weight he is stisccptible has been 
hurled. Stephen is dea l! The »li.sci- 
ples come. Tiiey take him npi Tliey 
wash away the blood from the wounds. 
They straighten out the brui.sed limbs. 
They brush back the tanj^led hair from 
the brow, and then they pa3s around 
to look upon the ealm eoantenance of 
him who had lived for the poor and 
died for the truth. Stephen asleep! 

I have seen the sea driven with the 
hurricane until the tangled foam 
caught in the rigging, and wave rising 
above ware seemed as if about to storm 
the hearsBs, aad jthea I have ssea the 
tempest drop, aad the waves crouch, 
and everything become smooth and 
burnished as thou<!-h a camping pi ace 
for the glories of Ileaven. So I have 
seen a man, whose life has been tossed 
and driven, coming down at last to an 
infinite calm, in which there was the 
hush of Heavefi's lullaby. 

Stephen asleep! I saw such a one. 
He fought all his days against poverty 
and against abuse. They traduced his 
aaaw. TiMy rattled at tha door kaob 
while he was dying, with duns for 
debts he could not pay; yet the peace 
of God brooded over his pillow, and 
while the world faded. Heaven dawn- 
ed, and the deepening twilight of 
earth's night was only the opening twi- 
light of Heaven's mora.
